S ta ff Co rrespo ndent) 
Peking, July 18—<U.R)—The re­ 
turn to power of M arshal Feng 
Y uhsiang in North China 
has 
renewed interest of Chinese and 
foreign art connoiseurs in Pek­ 
ing in the question, -W hat has 
happened to the art 
treasures 
tak en from the Boy Em peror?” 
Some four y ears ago, in 1924, 
w hen M arshal Feng seized Pek­ 
ing by a coup d ’etat, he 
sum ­ 
m arily ejected the Boy Emperor 
from the Imperial Palace, and a 
great num ber of 
art 
treasures 
held by the former M anchu ru­ 
ler disappeared. 
A few of the smaller objects 
have 
since 
appeared 
on 
the 
m arket in Peking, but these are 
attributed to thieving eunuchs 
who used the excitement of the 
occasion to get away with w h at­ 
ever they could. The more im ­ 
porta nt objects, however, have 
never appeared, either in China 
or abroad. 
A group of prom inent Chinese 
curio dealers 
in Peking were 
m uch 
interested when 
they 
learned th a t M arshal Feng had 
decided to evict the Boy Em per­ 
or from the palaces set aside for 
him in the Forbidden City . They 
knew th a t the Boy Emperor had 
gathered together m any of the 
M anchu treasures, covering cen­ 
turies of Chinese history , and of 
great 
historic 
and 
intrinsic 
value. 
They 
suspected 
th a t 
these treasures m ight disappear, 
and placed 
spies 
around 
the 
Forbidden City to 
see w hat 
would happen. 
A spokesman of this group 
h as h as informed the 
United 
Press th a t all the more valuable 
articles were removed from 
the 
Boy Em peror’s quarters in 1924, 
and th a t m any boxes and bales 
were loaded on camels held in 
waiting. 
T h e se ' 
cam el-trains 
were traced to one of Peking’s 
gates, through which they pas­ 
sed on their way to the north ­ 
west. The spies did not dare pro­ 
ceed further, so it is not known 
where the 
camels 
went. 
The 
curio dealers are convinced th a t 
these a rt treasures still are h id ­ 
den somewhere in the 
N orth­ 
west, subject to the disposal 
of 
M arshal Feng or some 
of his 
subordinates. 
While none can be certain of 
the value of the articles taken, 
it is stated by experts th a t the 
Boy Emperor had treasures esti­ 
m ated at $250,000,000 gold, and 
th a t alm ost all of them disap­ 
peared. 
It has been 
commonly sup­ 
posed th a t 
the 
Boy 
Emperor 
was perm itted to retain m any of 
his treasures, and th a t he has 
existed since in 
his 
m iniature 
court in Tientsin on th e 
pro­ 
ceeds of some 
of 
them . 
But 
Chinese who appear 
to 
know 
w h a t they are talking about de­ 
clare th a t the Boy Em peror 
is 
dependent upon gifts 
from all 
parts of China. They 
declare 
th at, strangely enough, the large 
pa rt of his support a t present 
comes from wealthy Cantonese, 
in spite of the 
fact 
th a t the 
South was 
chiefly 
responsible 
for the overthrow of the M an- 
chus. 
The disposition of 
great art 
treasures is extremely difficult, 
even for a war lord. Proof m ust 
be given th a t they are genuine, 
and there are only a few experts 
com petent to pass upon them. 
No w ar-lord cares to adm it th a t 
he has taken the treasures from 
the Palace, and 
would 
like to 
m ake a sale secretly , but the on­ 
ly persons with money enough 
to pay a reasonable price for the 
best of the 
M anchu 
treasures 
will not enter into any doubtful 
transaction.

H arrow ing exp eriences of three 
local exp lorers in the jungles of 
South Mexico and G uatem ala 
am ong natives none too willing 
to work and w ith m onkey m eat 
and a kind of acorn for susten­ 
ance w hen food ran short, were 
related here a few day s ago by 
W ebster 
McBry de, 
20-y ear-old 
son of Dr. Jo h n M. McBry de of 
T ulanc University . Young 
Mc­ 
Bry de returned ahead of his two 
com p anions, Dr. F rans Blum and 
Louis 
Bristow, also of Tuiane, 
who w ith native hirelings 
and 
mules, m ade up th e M ay an ex­ 
p edition of Tuiane 
U niveisity ’s 
d ep artm ent of Middle A m erican 
R esearch th a t left New O rleans 
several 
m onths 
ago 
for 
the 
trop ics. 
M cBry de was sep arated from 
his fellows who are still som e­ 
w here in th e jungle. The y outh­ 
ful exp lorer, after suffering w ith 
m alaria fever th a t 
ran up 
his 
tem p erature a t tim es to 104, fin­ 
ally m ade his way to civilization 
and on to his hom e here 
for 
treatm ent. 
He 
announced 
he 
had “enough*’ 
of 
jungle ex­ 
p lorations. 
The p arty was sep arated 
on 
Lake Peten, in G uatem ala, near 
Flores, M cBry de said. The y oung 
exp lorer w ith several 
natives 
and some p ack m ules set out to 
find a trail th a t was th ought to 
le ad to some ancient ruins. Blum 
and Bristow were p ursuing other 
trails. 
In crossing Lake Peten, 
Mc­ 
Bry de said he noticed 
it 
was 
“ra th e r h o t” and looking a t th e 
therm om eter he carried saw 
it 
registered 
55 
degrees. 
T h a t’s 
centigrade, 
and 
th a t 
m eans 
about 131 degrees F ah renh eit,” 
he said. 
A coup le of day s later, y oung 
M cBry de was laid up w ith an a t­ 
tack of chills and fever. 
A fter 
a few day s illness he recovered, 
ap p arently , and continued 
his 
course, covering ap p roxim ately 8 
m iles in a 10 or 12 hour day ’s 
travel th rough th e thick jungle. 
Finally , a fte r five day s of 
th e 
resum ed 
journey , 
he 
reached 
Cay o w here he was again seized 
w ith th e dreaded m alaria. After 
four day s of burning fever, 
it 
was 
decided 
th a t 
McBry de 
should p roceed down th e river 
to Belize and have a blood test. 
The test showed m alaria and the 
trip hom e was advised. 
M cBry de told 
of 
th e 
p arty 
sp ending two weeks 
searching 
for a single trail; 
of 
Indians 
hired to accom p any the exp edi­ 
tion, deserting th eir p osts 
and 
of crossing and recrossing riv­ 
ers by imp rovised rafts, in quest 
of trails and other traces of a n­ 
cient races. 
“We ra n sh o rt of 
food 
w ith 
th e excep tion of coffee and te a ,” 
said McBry de. 
“We were com ­ 
p elled to live for a tim e on oche 
(a kind of acorn) seed and m on­ 
key m eat.” 
A t one stage of the 
journey 
th e exp lorers encountered some 
Southern Lacondones, the 
last 
survivors of a tribe and 
race 
alm ost extinct. 


Sta tistics comp iled by 
M iner 
M. Jlustin, state crop statistician, 
show th a t Purkoff w heat, a va r­ 
iety originated by th e

U niversity agricultural 
exp eri­ 
m ent station,

the w inter. Michikoff, another 
variety originated 
at Purdue, 
w ithstood the w inter w ith an 
average of 56 p er cent surviving, 
while Fulcaster, another p op u- 
ular kind, showed only 
43 p er 
cent survival. But 37 p er cent of

variety 
survived th e w inter. 


An excellent exam p le 
of the

of the state crop statistician and 
tow nship assessors and county 
agents was p rovided in the re ­ 
quest of the state office on June

of 
July 2, only four day s later, the 
state office was in receip t of an

It is not possible to mak e city 
streets absolutely safe for either 
adults or 
children, 
but their

adults their 
own 
experiences 
and the daily record 
of street 
accidents as published in news­ 
papers should be enough, 
but 
children should have the subject 
hammered into them by all the 
agencies of authority which they

teachers, playground instructors, 
and particularly,

New York , July 19 (UR)—Is the 
American business 
man really 
the cross, materialistic, unimag­ 
inative ^abbitt that his critics, 
the so-called intelligentsia, de­ 
clare him to be? Or is he a great 
creative 
adventurer, blazing a 
romantic trail of progress in an 
age when the arts are befud­ 
dled and sterile? 
He is the latter, "the greatest 
creator of his age, if not of all 
time,” says J. D. Mooney, vice- 
president of the General Motors 
Corporation, who reverses the 
usual procedure and 
mak es a 
scathing indictment of modern 
artistic and intellectual activi­ 
ties in an article written for the 
August issue of Century maga­ 
zine. 
"The urge to perpetuate him­ 
self in his work s is the 
trait 
that distinguishes man from the 
lower animals,” the industrialist 
points out. But, he holds, men 
have expressed themselves in 
the arts for many centuries un­ 
til “today little remains to sat­ 
isfy the creative urge in the 
recognized arts beyond an oc­ 
casional 
interpretation 
into 
modern 
terms 
of things that 
have gone before. To an increas­ 
ing degree, standardization and 
mass-production 
are the hor­ 
rible by-words 
that mark the 
output of current artistic 
in­ 
spiration.” 
Meanwhile, he believes, great 
industrial and business projects 
have attracted the potent crea­ 
tive talent which 
would have 
gone into art in past eras by of­ 
fering a comparatively unchart­ 
ed field for self-expression. Such 
men, he holds, do not work for 
the fortunes they build, but for 
the self-satisfaction of creating 
railroads, globe-circling 
enter­ 
prises 
and 
great philanthro­ 
pies. 
Mooney blandly accusses the 
• intelligentsia’’ of exercising an 
inferiority complex in its ridi­ 
cule of the business world. “The 
superficial critic mak es a sub­ 
conscious ack nowledgement 
of 
inferiority when he views 
the 
tremendous responsibilities and 
ramified 
complexities 
of 
the 
business m an’s daily task s,” he 
asserts. “He finds cause for envy 
in the substantiality of the busi­ 
ness m an’s creative endeavors. 
“I k now a man who has built 
a railroad, thrown a few bridges 
across streams and erected a 
dam that turned arid wilderness 
into a 
land 
of 
flowers 
and 
grain.” his Century article con­ 
tinues. 
“But when he comes home he 
finds an atmosphere charged 
with a sense of superiority that 
he does not quite 
understand.

In vain the 
waiter tells by shrugs and signs 
that it isn’t done, that the ter­ 
race is exclusively for drinkers, 
that the eating place is inside. 
The reasonable ones among the 
visitors compromise on a sand­ 
wich and a glass of beer. 
The 
others decamp swearing that 
Paris is not what it’s cracked 
up to be. 
No longer is there a definite 
trend of tourists to Montmartre 
resorts after the theatre. 
The 
tourists who have been here be­ 
fore know better now. They have 
heard of other places, especially 
on the other side of the river, 
in Montparnasse, which 
has 
practically grabbed all the night 
trade which once flowed up the 
famous hill. 
Over on the Boulevard Mont­ 
parnasse there is a cafe which 
is probably one of the largest in 
the world. 
It has 1,000 tables 
on the street floor and they are 
alway s packed after dinner, a 
long wide terrace for the 
hot 
summer evenings and 
a roof 
garden of the same proportions 
as the ground floor. T hat’s only 
one of a score of places 
now 
attracting the visitor from the 
United States.

Americans 
have

all these matters the superin- 
tendent had been in favor of the 
contractor and had been willing 
to alter and relax the provisions 
of the specifications in favor of 
the contractor and attempt to 
excuse the contractor 
for all 


such deviations from the con- 
tract as set forth in that peti- 
tion. 


Martin, in fiUng this damage 


suit alleged that the 
petition 


falsely and maliciously meant 
and intended to mean that he 
had not properly performed his 
duties as a superintendent of 
the highway and that he had 
been representing the contractor

Mr. Herkless, in attempting to

He accused the contractor of 


being 61 sacks of'cement short 
on one of the three bridges con- 
structed north of the city. He 
gave blackboard illustrations of 
what he and the county survey- 
or had attembted to do in the 
construction of the 
Will Dill 


road and just what the 
con- 


tractor had done in building it, 
as well as the bridges- and re- 
taining wan at Cavitt's hill. 


He claimed physical 
violence 


had-been used against him in 


being run 
down by a road j 


scraper while attempting to take < 
readings through holes dug into 
the sub-grade 
to determine if 


the old road bed had been sac- 
rificed properly. At other times 
Herkless claimed that abusive 
language had been used against 
him by employees and foremen 
of the construction. 


In specific claims, Herkless 


told the board of directors that 
Beard had been 135 sacks of ce^ 
ment short on one block of Mor- 
gan street and had been 405 
sacks of cement short on Mor- 
gan street between Seventh and 
Eleventh streets. Herkless claim- 
ed that he had not been 
dis- 


agreeable in insisting that the 
work be done in a certain way. 
He did claim that in building 
the retaining . wall at Cavitt's 
hill and-on some of the pave- 
ment, that the depth of the ce- 
ment varied as much as an inch 
or two thicker than ,the specifi- 
cations set out.

brought separaely and piled at 
the side of the street near the 
mixture had been ignored. 


Herkless also told the direct- 


ors that he had counted shovels 
full of gravel that had been put 
into the mixer on occasions by 
the workmen and that when 
twelve shovels full were required 
the workmen would put in 13, 14 
or even as high as 16 shovels full 
into the mixer. 


The most recent incidents, 


those occurring Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week, were 
related by Loren Winkler, an as- 
sistant. Winkler also charged 
Martin with playing to the con- 
tractor all the time and related 
how Herkless had been ordered 
from the roadbed by the fore- 
man of the construction

tests before the mixer. Wed- 
nesday when they were ready to 
cross the Pennsylvania railroad 
on Seventh street, the steel had 
been laid before the form had 
been in place and when the form 
was measured^ it was claimed 
that it measured five inches at 
the crossing instead of the six 
inches demanded in the specifi- 
cations. They had asked that 
the steel be moved out and the 
extra inch excavated. That af- 
ternoon they, Mr. Herkless and 
Mr. Winkler were ordered out of 
the sub-grade for interfering 
with the men at work, he said. 


Following the talks of Camer- 


on, Herkless and Winkler, a mo- 
tion was made to endorse and 
commend the county surveyor's 
office in seeing that plans and 
specifications for improvemmts 
were carried out fully. At noon 
today a special meeting of the 
directors was held and an effort 
was made to withdraw the mo- 
tion of the 
previous 
meeting 


but was lost for want of a sec- 
ond. 


The board did suggest that a 


man from the state department 
be secured, through a signed 
petition presented before the 
board of commissioners, to in- 
spect the street 
construction. 


This motion was'lost for lack of 
a quorum. The attorney for Mr. 
Beard was present at this meet- 
ing and offered no objections to 
any reasonable inspection of the 
work.

"inatiye Babbitt that his critics, 
the so-called intelligentsia, de- 
clare him to be? Or is he a great 
creative adventurer, blazing a 
romantic trail of progress in an 
age when the arts are befud- 
dled and sterile? 


He, is the latter, -the greatest 


creator of his age, if not of all 
time," says J. D. Mooney, vice- 
president of the General Motors 
Corporation, who reverses the 
usual procedure and makes a 
scathing indictment of modern 
artistic and intellectual activi- 
ties in an article written for the 
August issue of Century maga- 
zine. 


"The urge to perpetuate him- 


self in his works is the trait 
that distinguishes man from the 
lower animals," the industrialist 
points out. But, he holds, men 
have expressed themselves in 
the arts for many centuries un- 
til "today little remains to sat- 
isfy the creative urge in the 
recognized arts beyond an oc- 
casional 
interpretation 
into 


modern terms of things that 
have gone before. To an increas- 
ing degree, standardization and 
mass-production 
are the hor- 


rible by-words that mark the 
output of current artistic 
in- 


spiration." 


Meanwhile, he believes, great 


industrial and business projects 
have attracted the potent crea- 
tive talent which would have 
gone into art .in past eras by of- 
fering a comparatively unchart- 
ed field for self-expression. Such 
men, he holds, do not work for 
the fortunes they build, but for 
the self-satisfaction of creating 
railroads, globe-circling 
enter- 


prises and. great philanthro- 
pies. 


Mooney blandly accusses the 


••intelligentsia" of exercising an 
inferiorityrcomples in its ridi- 
cule of-lhe business world. "The 
superficial critic makes a sub- 
conscious acknowledgement of 
inferiority when he ,yiews the 
tremendous responsibilities- and 
ramified complexities 
of „• the 
business man's daily tasks," he 
asserts. "He finds cause for envy 
in the substantiality of the busi- 
ness man's creative endeavors. 


"I know a man who has built 


a railroad, thrown a few bridges 
across streams and erected a 
dam that turned arid wilderness 
into a land of flowers and 
grain," his Century article con- 
tinues. 


"But when he comes home he 


finds ah atmosphere charged 
with a sense of superiority that 
he does not quite understand. 
For Mother is.doing worth-while 
things. She meets with a little 
group of serious thinkers to 
abolish war or eradicate the so- 
cial evil. Sister has taken up 
painting hi the, free, untram- 
meled manner of the new school, 
and Brother sits up nights writ- 
ing indictments of the American 
peasantry. Last week Father had 
to sit through a soiree at which 
the latest neo-psychiatrist ex- 
pounded his views on the sub- 
limation of the unconscious. 
When it was over the lady next 
to him turned and said, 'Oh, Mr. 
Jones, don't you wish you could 
do something constructive?' To 
me that man is a hero if ever 
one lived."

It was worked out by the 
nominee in three days of con- 
versation with President Cool- 
idge, Vice President Dawes, Gov- 
ernors Zimmerman 
of Wiscon- 


sin, Emerson .of Wyoming, Mc- 
Mullen of Nebraska, and Ham- 
ill of Iowa, and other Republi- 
can leaders of the wheat 
and 


corn belt, during his trip to his 
Pacific coast home. He has been 
working on the plan for several 
months. After the conversations 
fie called in his 
stenographer 


and dictated it in detail. 


Settlement of that matter 


completes the acceptance speech 
and it will be mailed to Wash- 
ngton for printing as soon as 
Hoover reaches his home.
